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Mr. McCulloch's Letter finifhed. 
Uch of the Lorp’s gracious Prefence was enjov'd 
at thefe Meetings for Prayer, Returns of Mercy 
were vouchfaf’d in Part, and are ftill further ex 
pected and hoped for. < 

This fecond Sacrament Occafion did indeed much excel 
the former, not only in the Number of Minifters, People and 
Communicants, but what is the main Thing, in a much 
greater Meafure of the Power and fpecial Prefence of Gop, 
in the Objervation and fenfible Experience of Multitudes 
that were attending. 

The Minifters that affifted at this Solemnity were M: 
Whitehield, Mr. Webfler from Edinburgh,Mr. AM Laurin and 
Mr. Gillies from Gla/gew, Mr. Robe from Kil/yth, Mr.Cu 
rie from Kinglaffie, Mr. Af Kneight from Iron, Mr. Bonne 
from Torphichen, Mr. Hamilton from Douglass, and three ot 
the neighbouring Minifters, wz. Mr. Hender jon from Blan 
tyre, Mr. Maxwell from Rutherglen, and Mr. Adam |

Cathcart. All of them appear’d to be very much affifted in 
their Work. Four of them preach’d on the Fatt-day, ¢ 

on Saturday, on Sabbath | cannot well tell how mueny, and 
five on Mfonday, on which laft Day it was computed 
about twenty four Minifters and Preachers were prefent 
Old Mr. Banner, tho’ fo frail that he took three Days to ride 
18 Miles from Torphichen to Cambu lang, yet his Heart wa 
fo fet upon coming here, that he could by no Means ftay 
away, aml when he way help’d up to the Tent, preach'd 
three Times with great Life ; and return’d with much 
tisfaction and Jovy. Mr. Whitefield’s Sermons on Satur 
Sabbath, and Monday, were attended with much P 


particuiarly on Sabders Night about tea, and that on .4/ 
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day, feveral erving out, and a very great but decent Weep- 
ing and Mourning was obfervable thro’ the Auditory. On 
Subta: Evening while he was ferving fome Tables, be ap- 
pear’d to be fo filled with the Love of God, as to be ina 
Kind of Extafy or Traniport, and communieated with much 
of that blefled Frame. Time would fail me to fpeak of the 
Evidences of the Power of God coming along with the reft 
of the Affiftants: And I am in Part prevented by what is 
noticed by Mr. Rode in his Narrative. * 

The Number of People that were there on Saturday and 
Menday, was very confiderable. © But the Number prefent at 
the three Tents on the Lord’s-Day was fo great, that, fo far 
as I can hear, none ever fawthe like fince the Revolution in 
Scotland, oreven any where elfe, at any Sacrament Occa- 
fion: Some have called them fifty Thoufand ; fome forty 
Thoufand ; the loweft Eftimate I hear of, with which Mr, 
Whitefield agrees, who has been much us’d to great Multi- 
tudes, and forming a Judgment of their Number, makes 
them to have been upwards of thirty Thoufand. 

‘TheNumber of Communicants appears to have been about 
three Thoufand. And fome worthy of Credit, and that had 
proper Opportunities to know, gave it as their Opinion, 
that there was fuch a blefied Frame fell upon the People, that 
if there had been Accefs to get Tokens, there would have 
been a Thoufand more Commaunicants than what were. 

This vaft Concourfe of People, you may eafily imagine, 
came not only from the City of Gla/gew, and other Places 
nearby, but from many Places at a confiderable Dittance : 
It was reckoned there were 2co Communicants from 
Ldmburgh, 200 from Kilmarneck, 100 trom Irvin, 100 
from Stewarton. It was obferved, That there were 
fome from England and Ireland here at this Occafion: A 
confiderable Number of Quakers were Hearers: A great 
many of thofe that had formerly been Seceders were hearing 
the Word, and feveral of them were Communicants. A 
Youth that has a near View tothe Miniftry, and had been 
for fome time under great Temptations, that God’s Prefence 
was no more to be enjoy’d, either in the Church, or among 
the Seceders, communicated here, and returned with great 
Joy, tull of the Love of God.

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There was a great deal of outward Decency and Regula- 
rity obfervable about the Tables. — Publick Worfhip began 
on the Lord’s-Day juft at half paft Fight in the Morning. 
My Aétion Sermon, I think, was realonably fhort: ‘The 
third or fourth Table was a ferving at 12 o’Clock: And the 
I-t Table was a ferving about Sun-fet, when that was done, 
the Work was clos’d with a few Words of Exbortation 
Prayer and Praife, the Precenter having fo much Day-Lighe 
as to let him fee to read four Lines of a P falm. ‘Lhe Tables 
were all ferv’d in the open Air, belide the Tent, below the 
Brae: Vhe Day was temperate: No Wind or Rain in the 
leaft to difturb. Several Perfons of conliderable Rank and 
Diftin@tion who were Elders, moft cheartully ailiited 
Elders in ferving the Tables. 

But what was moft remarkable, was the fpiritual Glory of 
this Solemnity, I mean the gracious and fen{yble Prefence of 
Gop. Nota few were awakened toa Senfe of Sia, and 
their loft and perifhing Condition without a Saviour. 
Others had their Bands loos’d, and were brought into the 
marvellous Liberty of the Sonsof Gop. Many of God’s 
dear Children have declared, That it was a happy Tine to 


our 


their Souls, wherein they were abundantly fatisned with the 
Goodnefs of Gon in his Ordinances, and filled with all Joy 
and Peace in believing. Ihave feen a Letter from Edin- 
burgh, theWriter of which fays, ¢* That having talk’d with 
‘* many Chriftians in that City, who had been here at this 
«¢ Sacrament, they all own’d, ThatGo phad dealt bountifully 
“© with their Souls at this Occafion.’’ Some that attended 
here, declaréd, ‘That they would not for a World have been 
abfent trom this Solemnity. Others cry’d, Now let thy 
Servants depart in Peace, from this Place, fince our Eyes 
have feen thy Salvation here. Orhers wifhing, If it were 
the Will of Gop, to die where thev were attending Gop 
in his Ordinances, without ever returning acain to the 
World or their Friends, that they might be with Curi 
in Heavea, as that which is incomparably beft of all. 

I thought it my Duty to offer thete few Hints concerning 
this Solemnity, and to record the Memory of Gon’s gre it 
Crogdnefs to many Souls at that Qccation. May our ex 
alted REDEEMER fil] go on from conquering to c onguer, 
‘till the whole Earth be filled with his Glory. dimen. fo let 
it be.
